Great Fire at New Yorn. Another tremendous 


f cortlagration occurred at New York, on Sunday last, at 


half past one in the morning, in a Fur Store in Water 
Street, nearly opposite ‘‘ Holt’s Hotel." The store 
was thoronghly on fire within, before it was discover- 
ed, and the wind being fresh, the firemen were baffled 
in all their exertions to stay the progress of the confla- 
gration, until it had laid in ruins the entire square 
bounded by Water, Falten and Front streets, and Bur- 
ling slip, except five or six stores on Fulton street, and 
one on Front street, next to the corner of Fulton. 
The entire square was devoted to extensive commer- 
cial pursuits. The loss estitnated to exceed one mill- 
ion of dollars. The whole amount of insurance was 
six hundred thirty three thousand five hundred dollars. 
In some cuses the loss was total, in others not. 

Besides this great fire, three others occurred during 

the day and night previous. 

The circumstance that these fires occurred in differ- 
ent parts of the city, and at so near the same time, ren- 
der it highly probable that they were the work of in- 
cendiaries.

and let in a current of air which spread the conflagra- 
tion until it got beyond the power of control, when, as 
it appears by their own evidence, a few buckets of wa- 
ter might have extinguished the fire, on its first discoy- 
ery, if the air drawn in at the door had been excluded. 

The fire spread with fury, and destroyed in its pro- 
gress about sixty buildings mostly filled with valuable 
goods, and the probable amount of destruction of prop- 
erty will exceed two millions of dollars. Several lives 
were lost, and a number of firemen severely injured. 
The Philadelphia National Gazette says, that there 
was a general insurance on the property, and the fire 
will not cause any failures. 


Times comes out in his paper against the expediency 
of publishing the names of delinquent subseribers, and 
even thinks the step to be “ extra-judicial if not libel- 
lous.’

At this time, we would sug- 
gest to the editors of the Times the importance of a 
State Convention of newspaper publishers, in order to 
devise effectual means to remedy al] abuses and to nd- 
vance the general interests of the business. We think 
such a meeting would be productive of the most happy 
and beneficial results. What say ye of the Times to

Other *cheap-articles for fattening are oatmeal 
jand treacle ; bariey-meal and milk; boiled 
oats and ground malt.

The City of Louisville, (Ky.) has recently 
heen the seat‘of a most diabolical tragedy. It 
appears that one of the Coroners of that city 
was informed that a negro man had been bar- 
tmrously murcered by his owner, and that a 
hasty and secret interment of the body had 
been made before daylight. |The Coroner in- 
stantly proceeded to the place of interment and 
‘had the body raised. 
spectacle of inhuman treatinent: the shoulders, 
breast, back, loins, and Jower parts, being hor- 
ribly scored, and the head and face bruised and 
mashed, so that the brains oozed through a bro- 
ken part of the skull, just above the nose. The 
Coroner summoned a jury upon view of the 
body, and from what testimony could be procur- 
ed, it appeared that the owner of the slave, for 
some reason not in evidence stated, ordered him 
jnto the stable to be flogged... When there, he 
uied the negro’s hands together and~ proceeded 
to fog him. After some time, he was seen 
bexsting the slave inhumanly with a leather 
strap, then with a halter rope, knotted at the 


end, and finally, with a barrel stave; inflicting | 


blows of the heaviest and severest kind upon 
his head, face, shoulders, breast, back, loins, etc. 
continuing without intermission this inhuman 
treatment—so:ne of the bystanders leaving the 
scene with horror. At length, it appeared, he 
used his clinched fists to beat the negro about 
the head and face ti!] he knocked him down, 
when the despairing creature, being tied, and 
helpless from this savage usage, begged in the 
most piteous supplications—but for him there 
was po mercy in this world. His owner, in re- 
ply to his supplications, jumped on the prostrate 
wretch, burying the heels of his boots or shoes, 
in the negroe’s face, and breaking in his skull 
hetween the eves, so that the brains oozed out; 
and he then jumped on his breast, when the 
unfortunate victim became senseless. He died 
early that evening; and the owner proceeded 
to have a grave prepared, and the next morn- 
ing, before dav, conveyed the body to the grave, 
and interred it; immediately after which he 
rode off. 

The Coroner's jury found a verdict of ‘ mur- 
der’ against this brute of a creature, and a 
warrant for his apprehension was issued, but 
he has as yet escaped from outraged justice. 

The slave had been purchased some months 
ngo for one thousand dollars and the owner 
could have hed fifteen hundred dollars for him 
had he offered him for sale, as he was consid- 
ered a very fine, clever negro. 
ly thirty years of age. The rumor of the 
neighborhood is, that the master was jealous of 
the negro’s attention to a_ black woman whom 
he had lately bought, and with whom he him- 


self had formed zn intimacy. It is also stated 
that the evening before, the colored man had 


asked leave to walk out with the black woman,

further alleged that after breakfast, he took a 
white man, whom he had hired, into the stable, 
and with his help, nailed up all the loose boards, 
so as toprevent the view from the outside; 
and having made the arrangements for the in- 
tended flogging, went back to the house of the 
slave, and brought him to the stable, where he 
and his friend tied his hands behind his back, 
to a cross stick; so as to render him utterly 
helpless. It is also asserted that he then took 
a wagoner’s cowhide and flogged the negro 
with it till it was worn out, and then he snatch- 
ed the belly band of a set of harness, and beat 
the unfortunate slave with the buckle end of it 
on the shoulders, back, and breast; when the 
Jeathern belt gave way he took a barrel stave 
and beat him with it severely on the head, 
shoulders, and breast; and concluded the trag- 
edy as described on the inquisition. 

This is one of the most appalling cases of in- 
humanity to a slave on record.

_ What? says an inquirer, the Northmen in 
New England in the tenth century ? I had sup- 
posed Columbus to be the first discoverer of 
this continent; and so had I, Mr. Editor, until 
facts, which by many adverse circumstances 
have been long kept from the common mind, 

| have convinced me to the contrary—facts, the 

authenticity of which is as capable of demon- 
stration from external and internal evidence as 
the nature of the case will admit of—which are 
now brought to the view of all readers, and in 
a style which will secure the interest of the rea- 
der tothe end. 

The Northmen were originally from Nor- 
way, a bold and fearless race of navigators,— 
‘who, wihout the aid of the Mariner’s Com- 
pass, (which directed Columbus through his 
trackless path across the ocean,) discovered 
Iceland in the ninth century, and in the suc- 
ceeding century discovered and settled Green- 
land, thus in their discoveries approaching 
nearly to the continent, and thus affording a 
strong presumptive evidence to the truth of the 
facts contained in this book.

Under the provisions of this act, the Hon. 
Richard Rash was appointed sole agent to pro- 
secute the claim, and he proceeded forthwith to 
London for that purpose. In the letter from 
the banker, originally communicating the fact 
of the bequest, a doubt was expressed whether, 
in consequence of the indefiniteness of the will, 
the legacy would be held valid by the Chancery 
court of England ; and it was a signal mani- 
festation of the liberality of the British gov- 
ernment, that so far from interposing any ob- 
jections, every facility was afforded Mr Rush in 
furtherance of his mission. In May, 1838S, Mr. 
Rush wrote Mr. Adams that he had successful- 
ly accomplished his object; and on the Ist of 
September following he had deposited in the 
mint of the United States five hundred and sev- 
en thousand, seven hundred dollars, in gold. 

In July, 1838, previous to Mr. Rush’s return 
with money, on the last day of a turbulent sés- 
eion of Congress. a bill was brought in, making 

~the annual appropriation for the support of the 
Military Academy at West Point. By that 
species of legislative abuse. called a tack, a sec- 
tion was incongruously interwoven into this 
bill, providing that all moneys which might be 
received on account of the Smithsonian bequest, 
should be invested in stocks of States. The 
bill, being an annual appropriation bill, it was 
incumbent on Congressto pass, and being in- 
troduced at the very heel of the session, there 
was no opportunity for debate, and as is usual 
in such cases, members are compelled to vote 
upon trust. Mr Adams protested against the 
introduction of this section, but without avail, 
andit was passed. Mr. Adams in his lecture 
denounced this proceeding with no little severi- 
ty, but did not attach the blame to one political 
party more than another; both parties, he said, 
shared the wrong alike—a thing not very com- 
mon in his experience of parties. Mr. Adams 
stated that his objections to this section were, 
first, to the manver of merging it into a bill 
where it was entirely out of place ; and, sec- | 
ondly, that the interest was fixed at five per 
cent., which, he said, would be taking one per 
cent., or about five thousand dollars annually 
from the purposes of the bequest; and that, 
too, at the very time when the United States 
were borrowing money at six per cent. 

ln compliance with this obnoxious section, on 
the fourth of September, 1558, only three days 
after the money had been deposited by Mr. 
Rush, the self same gold was expended in state 
stocks: four hundred and ninety-nine thousand 
five hundred dollars in bonds of Arkansas, and 
eight thousand two hundred and seventy dollars 
in bonds of Michigan, the stocks being taken at 
par. Whether par was the market value, Mr. 
A. said, he had not been able to learn. 

Mr. Adams alluded to another objection to 
this disposition of the Smithson fund, an objec- 
tion which, he said. he entirely disclaimed, but 
which he ventured to recommend to some of the 
dominant party who were so conscientiously 
scrupulous on the subject of appropriations by 
the general government for purposes of internal 
improvement. or for the assumption of State 
dekts; and especially to those who had recent- 
ly resolved, that “Congress could not do that 
indirectly which they could not do directly.” 
He considered the expenditure of this money as 
an assumption of the debts of the states of Ar- | 
kansas and Michigan, debts contracted for inter-' 
nal improvements within those states. 

Although he for himself disclaimed this ob-

jection to the constitutional power of Congress,

a less exclusive bestowment of such favors. 
_There was no authority, in his opinion, for as- 
suming so much of the debt of any particular 
state; and yet this authority was found in that

|provements. It was a high favor to Arkansas, 
‘thus to pay her debts, and the act gave the un-

lions of dollars, Pennsy!vania fourteen millions, 
and so on ; and noconstitutional objection could 
be raised to such demands, by those who had 
already appropriated half a million in gold to 
Arkansas. Mr. Adams said he might 
ther and allude to the importance of securing 
the favor of Arkansas, with her one represen- 
tative in Congress, in the event of a certain 
contingency in the election of President; but 
he would forbear. 
On the sixth of December last, President Van 
Buren communicated to Congress the fact of 
the successful accomplishment of Mr. Rush's 
mission, and of the investment of the funds re- 
ceived, in state stocks, as above mentioned, and 
called the attention of Congress to the proprie- 
ty of taking some measures to carry out the in- 
tentions of Mr. Smithson. Inthe hurry of the 
session, however, no action was had on the sub- 
ject, and thus the matter now rests. Mr. Ad- 
ams pledged himself not to suffer itto sleep the 
sleep of death.

TRANSPLANTING. 

We sce that some are recommending the 
practice of transplanting trees in Autamn, but 
we think this is not the best season. If the in- 
‘tent is to set-out trees as most people do, to be 
trimmed by horned cattle, and to be hoed by 
the hogs, it is not of so much consequence at 
what season the operation is peformed. 

But if it is desired to have a thrifty orchard, 
that will be productive in this present century 
—that will continue growing notwithstanding 
the removal of the roots to a distant field, it is 
of some consequence to choose the best season 
of the year for the removal. 

Trees that are of the right age and that are 
properly set, require no staking—they do bet- 
ter to depend on their own strength than to be 
tied up. But they should always be supported 
with litter, or straw, or poor hay, placed about 
the roots—and if the land is not rich, some 
coarse manure should be placed on the surface 
about the tree. But if the trees are transplant- 
ed in Autumn, it is dangerons to place any ma- 
terial of this kind in that place for fear of ibe 
mice. 

We cannot see any propriety in exposing 
young trees in new fresh earth, to stand and be 
racked six mouths before there is any possibili- 
ty of their taking root. 

The best mode that we have tried is to take 
up our trees early in spring and bury their 
roots ina cool place until the ground has be- 
come warin and mellow, so that it may be pla- 
‘ced nicely avout the roots. This need not be 
done before the firstof May. If the trees are 
then carefully set, they will begin to grow im- 
mediately, and will cften extend their limbs one 
foot during the first seison. They will bear in 
four or five years. 

We intend at the proper season, to be very 
minute in describing our mode of setting trees, 
and the reasons which influence us. 

We have now nothing farther to say than to 
dissuade from the practice of fall-setting, feel- 
‘ing confident that much is gained by setting in 
the spring.— Boston Cultivator.
